SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AlI-

The 223 tons was the 
heaviest load ever dropped in a 
New Guinea raid and was second 
only in the Pacific theater to the 
350-ton raid Oct. 12 against Ra- 
baul. , 
Four Planes, Five Barges Blasted. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique today said great fires 
were started in fuel and supply 
areas, four enemy planes were de- 
stroyed on the ground, antiaircraft 
positions silenced, three luggers 
and five barges destroyed in the 
harbor and the entire area given 
such a thorough blasting smoke 
rose in a thick blanket. 

A strong force of P-47 and P-40 
fighters formed a protective um- 
brella, but not a Japanese plane 
rose to fight. 

Allied bombers struck also at 
Rabaul! and Gasmata on New Brit- 
ain and raked both Buka and Buin 
on the northern and southern ex- 
tremities of Bougainville.

HALSEY PAYS VISIT 
TO BOUGAINVILLE

WITH UNITED STATES 
TROOPS ON BOUGAINVILLE, 
Nov. 12 (Delayed) (AP).— Adm. 
William F. Halsey Jr., chief of the 
South Pacific leg of the war 
against Japan, visited this farthest 
penetration into enemy positions in 
the Solomons today and com- 
mented: 

“Our program here is ahead of 
schedule.” 

Expressing gratification at the 
progress made since the Nov. 1 
landing at Empress Augusta Bay, 
Halsey said “this was perhaps the 
toughest beach landing of the en- 
tire Solomons campaign but the 
job was well done and progress 
now is heartening.” 

He praised the United States Air 
Force in the Solomong for “knock- 
ing out every Jap airfield on 
Bougainville and keeping them 
knocked out.” 

Asked whether he thought the 
Japanese might put yp another 
last-ditch stand here as on Guadal- 
canal, the Admiral said “the sit- 
uation isn’t the same here as dur- 
ing the invasion of Guadalcanal. 
We've got the stuff now. The Japs 
haven't.” 

Halsey said the success of the 
Bougainville drive was due also to 
the Navy’s pounding of the big 
Japanese base of Rabaul, New 
Britain, which he said has disabled 
a large portion of the enemy’s 
naval strength in this theater. 

The Admiral visited the Em- 
press Augusta camp, fortifications, 
battle areas and cemeteries. At 
Bougainville he visited the hospi- 
tal and found only one patient— 
Marine PFC Emanuel J. Caruso of 
West Newton, Mass., who had just 
undergone an appendectomy. Hal- 
sey shook hands with the youth 
and said “I went through that not 
so long ago, and it’s no fun.” 


7 JAP SHIPS SUNK 
BY U.S. SUBMARINES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
The Navy today counted a, total 
of 496 Japanese vessels sunk or 
damaged by United States subma- 
rines with the report of seven 
Japanese ships sent down and two 
others hit.

Secret Pacts at Moscow.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, at a 
press conference in which he re- 
vealed new facts about the recent 
Moscow conference, expressed: the 
earnest hope today that the two 
great political parties would agree 
on a world co-operation plank that 


would take the foreign policy is- 
sue out of the next presidential 
campaign. 

Replying to a question by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, Hull 
said that for a year he had been 
conferring with leaders of the two 
parties, and with other groups, 
with the object of bringing about 
a joint declaration on foreign pol- 


y. 
Certainly, Hull said, we should 
co-operate together, .within the 
United States, if we expect to co- 
operate with others. We are pass- 
ing through a dangerous period, he 
added, and we should be. patient 
with each other. 
Hull was asked whether he had 
“reasonable” hope the agreement 
he was seeking would be brought 
bout. 

Moscow Program, or None, 

He replied that the public recep- 
tion of the Moscow declaration 
was the best evidence he had seen 
that the country was taking a 
real step forward toward unity. 
He thought the declarations had 
the approval of the great body of 
American public opinion. Either, 
he said, the program set out at 
Moscow would be carried through, 
or there would be no program. 
With a quiet confidence that im- 
pressed hig hearers, Hull spoke of 
the world co-operative movement 
which found expression at Mos- 
cow. He said that a marvelous 
chance had been presented to link 
the nations of the world. There 
was every good, logical reason, he 
thought, why the movement should 
succeed, Success, however, would 
not come about automatically, but 
would have to be worked for, 

No Secret Agreements. 
In addition to what he said 
about political co-operation § at 
home, Hull’s long statement was 
highlighted by these two points: 

First, there were no secret 
agreements at Moscow. 

Second, the declaration of the 
American, British and Russian 
governments regarding Italy, 
promising an Italian regime 
based on freedom of speech, of 
religious worship, of political be- 
lief, of press and of public meet- 
ing, is the pattern to be followed 
by the Allies with respect to all 
the liberated countries of Eu- 
rope. 

The people of each of the re- 
stored European countries, he em- 
phasized, would be given the free 
and untrammeled right to choose 
their own form of government un- 
der their own leaders. 
It had not been previously stated 
that the principles of the Italian 
agreement were applicable gen- 
erally to the liberated areas of the 
Continent. 

Cordial Russian Attitude. 
Hull said that before he went to 
Moscow there had been no sus- 
tained effort to exchange views 
and confidences with the Soviet 
Government. He had no idea when 
he left what the results of thé 
conference would be. The object 
had been to launch a general for- 
ward movement, behind a program 
of agreed-upon principles, to pre- 
serve the peace and promote the 
political and economic security of 
the world. He said he had never 
had more agreeable personal con- 
tacts at any conference. From 
Marshal Stalin down, the Russian 
officials were gracious in their 
acts and utterances.

made king with a regency 
appointed because of his minority. 
Benedetto Croce voiced the same 
belief. 

“I pointed out to them that the 
most important problem was free- 
ing Italy from Germany; that we 
should avoid any act, especially 
one of so radical] a nature, which 
would cause a disturbance in the 
liberated zone and which must be 
avoided in our interest and that 
of the Allies at all cost, and that 
in any case we should await the 
liberation of Italy as a whole s0 
that the Italian people as a whole, 
not merely a fraction thereof, could 
openly decide what form of gov- 
ernment they preferred. 

“Since both Sforza and Croce re- 
mained firm in their opinion and 
as the other political leaders to 
whom I talked did not agree to 
take part in the government, I 


returned here without having 
reached a final settlement. ~ 

“Meantime, the head of the Al- 
lied mission informed me that va- 
rious sections of the mission were 
on the way, destined to start work- 
ing with different ministries, in 
order to start a new administra- 
tion rolling. 

“It was therefore indispensable 
to proceed with forming of at least 
an executive part of the minis- 
tries so that work with various 
sections of the commission should 
not be delayed. 

“Now a new matter appeared. 
Heads of each party made known 
to me that once the capital was 
liberated they favored establish- 
ment of a completely constitu- 
tional government composed of 
political personages, leaving to me 
only the military. 

“I then submitted a solution -to 
the King: Form a government for 
the present by placing technical 
experts in each ministry, thereby 
starting work with the commis- 
sion, and when Rome was liber- 
ated I would present my resigna- 
tion as head of the government 
and retire. 

“The new political government 
formed by the King would in this 
manner find for itself a group of 
experts and an amount of work 
-already in progress in each minis- 
try, and regardless of prevailing 
conditions in Rome at that time 
would be able to continue without 
interruption its work with the Al- 
lied commission. 

“The Kirig approved this plan. I 
will now complete the Government 
with under secretaries who will 
possess, by means of proper de- 
crees, the authority intended to 
consider and deal with matters 
pertaining to each ministry, in- 
cluding the authority to sign all 
documents within the competence 
of the respective ministers. 

“In this manner the necessary 
administrative work will not be 
held in abeyance; the causes for 
disturbances in liberated zones will 
be avoided and the desires mani- 
fested by the heads of all political 
parties will be fully met. 

“As regards myself, once we 
reach Rome I shall be delighted to 
unload so heavy a burden into 
more expert hands and more 
youthful energies. I am happy to 
have assumed, by order of the 
King, the responsibility of the arm- 
istice and declaration of war 
against Germany and to have in 
every Way and with all my power 
collaborated with the efforts the 
Anglo-American forces have put 
and are still putting forth to free 
Italy.”

LEBANON CLASHES 
GUNTINUE; BRITISH 
URGE QUICK ACTION 


Dispute Between French 
and Natives ‘Potentially 
Grave,’ Says Official 
Back From Beirut. 


By JOHN F. CHESTER 

CAIRO, Nov.’15 (AP).—The sit- 
uation in Lebanon is “potentially 
grave” and a serious clash be- 
tween the natives and the French 
“might come at any time—no one 
knows when,” Curtis Ryan, con- 
troller of the British Ministry of 
Information in the Middle East, 
said today on his return from 
Beirut. 

He said casualties in the political 
controversy already had totaled 
140, including 10 or 12 dead, and 
future armed struggles might oc- 
cur in either Lebanon or Syria. 

A steady succession of sharp 
clashes between French troops and 
the disgruntled Lebanon natives 
were reported. Throughout the 
Middle East there were expres- 
sions and acts of sympathy for the 
Lebanese. 

Disorders broke out in Egypt, 
where student mobs stoned the 
French headquarters in Cairo, 
shouting: “Down with France! 
Down with De Gaulle!” Egyptian 
students also stoned a French of- 
ficer and tore down French flags 
at Alexandria. 

Richard G. Casey, British Minis- 
ter of State in the Middle East 
who returned from Beirut last 
night, explained Britain's position 
in the French-Lebanese dispute to- 
day to Gen. Georges Catroux, em-~- 
powered by the French Committee 
of National Liberation to seek a 
settlement. Casey, who conferred 
in Beirut yesterday with Sir Ed- 
ward Spears, British Minister to 
Lebanon and Syria, urged Catroux 
to reach Beirut quickly. 

The British Government, which 
has expressed concern over the sit- 
uation and lodged a protest with 
the French, also made representa- 
tions to the French committee 
against an attack by French troops 
in Beirut Saturday against students 
waiting outside the British lega- 
tion to see Spears. It was reported 
from Jerusalem that six students 
were wounded, 

The Associated Press learned in 
London that the British expect 
Catroux to order the release of Leb- 
anese Cabinet members and Par- 
liament members under arrest; 
withdraw Jean Louis Helleu, who 
ordered the arrests and set up an- 
other government; negotiate with 
the Lebanese over the question of 
their independence and sover- 
eignty. Catroux in 1941 promised 


Lebanon full independence.

Announces He Will Not 
Seek 4th Term as Ohio 
Executive — In Presi- 
dential Primary. 


COLUMBUS, O.. Nov. 15 (AP). 
—Gov. John W. Bricker announced 
formally today he was a candidate 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

His statement also renounced 
any bid for a fourth term as gov- 
ernor. 

“In view of the great needs, 
confident of the fact that the Re- 
publican Party will be called upon 
to lead our nation at the next 
election, I shall be a candidate for 
President of the United States in 
the Ohio Primaries and before the 
Republican National Convention,” 
he asserted, 


His only reference to delegates 
in any state was that he would 


seek to win support of the Ohio 
delegation. 

The Governor said last week 
that his action in-:other states 
would be determined by events 
“as they come to pass.” 

His withdrawal from the guber- 
natorial picture threw open the 
field to four potential candidates 
who, according to all reports, re- 
fused to withdraw during a dinner 
with Bricker last night and thus 
clear the way for one of the four 
and prevent any intraparty. dis-| 
pute. 

“There comes a time in the life 
of every public official when he 
must make important decisions re- 
garding his own service,” the Gov- 
ernor said. “The public interest 
should be his sole guide in those 
decisions, It is necessary to the 
preservation of the institutions of 
the republic that a public official 
relinquish office and authority at 
the proper time as well as assume 
it when there is a need for his 
services. 

“The worship of power and the 
desire to hold perpetually on to 
public office on the part of an indi- 
vidual, especially with the tremen- 
dous patronage that goes with the 
executive offices of the country, 
could easily destroy our free gov- 
ernment. The principle is . the 
same applied to the community, to 
the state or to the nation. | 
“At the recent Mackinac confer- 
ence of the leaders of the Republi- 
can party, I said that the next 
President of the United States 
should serve one term without 
thought of re-election and that an 
amendment should be submitted to 
the people of this country protect- 
ing against too long a tenure in 
the presidency.” 

Bricker said the New Deal had 
“come to the end of its service to 
the people.” 

“Confusion and distrust reign 
throughout-the land,” he said. “We 
need not alone a change of admin- 
istration but a change of the 
philosophy of government held by 
many New Dealers. The playing 
of one class of our people against 
another, the building of pressure 
groups by Government must come 
to an end. 

“There is need for impartial and 
just administration as between all 
classes, groups and individuals in 
our society. The American people 
must be encouraged to look for- 
ward to the day as soon as possible 
after victory when Government 
restraint will be relieved, ration- 
ing with all its implications will 
end, business will be encouraged 
and individual liberty and oppor- 
tunity restored,”

CITY ELECTRICAL

Action of Maintenance 
Men Follows Threat to 
Strike for 10-15 Cent 


Wage Boosts. 


Union electrical maintenance 
workers in the city’s police and 
fire alarm telegraph system, street 
lighting section and traffic signal 
section failed to report for work 
today, in accordance with a threat 
to strike for hourly wage in- 
creases ranging from 10 to 15 
cents.

Archbishop Glennon returned 
yesterday from a meeting of the 
American Archbishops and Bishops 
in Washington. Their criticism in 
general terms of the Moscow dec- 
laration, for its omission of any 
reference to the divine authority, 
was told in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch. The Archbishop’s criti- 
cism as to Poland was based in 
part on the announcement, made 
in news dispatches today, that 
Russia will claim the part of 
Poland which Russia invaded and 
held under the agreement with 
Germany in 1939. 

“In the declaration reached at 
last week’s meeting in Washing- 
ton,” Archbishop Glennon said, 
“the leading thought was that in 
international relations, the sover- 
eignty of God and the moral law 
must be recognized. 

“The fact that the Moscow char- 
ter was silent about many leading 
elements of the proposed peace

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Japs Attack Marine Field Hospital, 
Surgeons Work Under Fire, in Rain 


Medical Unit Commander Tells of Holding 
Off Enemy With Small Force Eight’ Hours 
on Bougainville—50 Injured Evacuated.

TOROKINA CAPE, Bougain- 
ville Island, Nov. 9 (Delayed) 
(AP) —How the Japanese attacked 


mn United States Navy field hos- 
pital last Sunday during a battle 
near the Koromokina River on the 
Marines’ left flank was described 
today by Lt. Comdr. Gordon Bruce, 
ge York City and Englewood, 


The commander, in charge of 
the medical unit, told the follow- 
ing story to Tech. Sgt. Ted Link, 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch reporter on 
leave and now a Marine Corps 
combat correspondent. 

(Link, 39-year-old son of Edwin 


C. Link, 5322 Savoy court, was one 
of four men injured by Japanese 
bombs which fell 10 yards from a 
Marine Corps press headquarters 
on Bougainville Nov. 7, killing one 
war correspondent, an earlier As- 
sociated Press dispatch related. 
Apparently Comdr. Bruce related 
his story after the wounds were 
received, indicating Link wag not 
severely injured.) 

“We set up our tents near the 
beach on the left flank. At noon, 
Marine casualties from that sector 
began coming in and at 1 o'clock 
we had 32 patients. The Japs be- 
gan their attack on the hospital 
then. 

“My surgeons were operating on 


a Marine when shots ripped 
through the tent. I ran to the 
beach with a couple of corps men 
and unscrewed three machine guns 
from Higgins boats which were 
smashed in the heavy surf in the 
original landings. We brought the 
guns back to the hospital and I 
drafted a few Marines to operate 
them and set up a defense line. A 
sniper’s bullet smacked through 
the top of the tent and went into 
the lung of a chief pharmacist’s 


mate. We evacuated him at once. /] 


“Tt began to rain and water 
filled up our foxhole operating 
rooms. At 2 o'clock the firing 
increased and I sent a runner to 
ask a Marine infantry commander 
on the beach for help. He had 
only 15 men and couldn't spare 
them. Then I got two Marines 
plodding up a jungle trail to take 
up guard positions in the jungle 30 
feet from the tent. The corps men 
helped in operations and piled 
sandbags around tents as the fir- 
ing increased. Finally a platoon 
of Marines came to our aid and 
set up a defensive position. My 
surgeons continued operating until 
9 o’clock. Only then did we evacu- 
ate the patients, now numbering 
50. Not one died during the day 
despite the confusion. ce dur- 


ing the fighting I was told we had 
better evacuate, but we couldn't 
because some Marine patients re- 
quired delicate surgery for brain 
injuries before they could be 
moved.” 


Bruce said Capt. Gordon War- 
ner, Long Beach, Cal., one of the 
heroes of the original Marine land- 
ing at Cape Torokina, was brought 
in with his knee shattered by ma- 
chine-gun fire. The surgeon said 
he was hopeful of saving Warner's 
eg. 

“The two Marines I impressed 
into service,” Bruce added, “were 
found late that afternoon. They 
had been killed by rifle fire and 
stripped of everything except their 
pants. The Japs. even took their 


identification tags. I feel terrible 
about those two boys who were so 
willing to help. 

“Our operations were performed 
under small battery-powered lights. 
I can’t pay enough tribute to my 
men who did all the work. L4.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
Stock of American Distilling Co. 
bounded to $100 a share today, up 
$25.75 a share in the first sale 
since announcement yesterday the 
company would offer its stock- 
holders nearly a barrel of whisky 
at cost for each share owned. 
The first sale, of 16,700 shares, 
came about 11:50 a. m. or nearly 
two hours after the Stock Ex- 
change opened, broke a log-jam of 
buying orders that found holders 
of the stock reluctant to sell. 

At the ceiling price of $62.50 for 
a barrel of whisky, the liquidation 
of American Distilling’s 245,000- 
barrel whisky -inventory. at rough- 
ly $30 to $32 a barrel added around 
$30 a share to the value of the 
stock, 

The company said the decision to 
divide up its whisky stocks had no 
connection with the civil suit 
brought against it Saturday at 
Peoria, Ill., by the Office of Price 
Administration. The suit asked for 
triple damages of $7,509,000 for 
whisky sales allegedly made in ex- 
cess of ceiling prices. 

The company figured the inven- 
tory equalled 3,800,000 cases or 45,- 
600,000 quarts of liquor. It lists 
1700 stockholders, of whom Russell 
R. Brown, company president, is 
the largest. 

The privilege each share will 
carry, once the offer is formalized 
by the setting of dates and legal 
procedure, was outlined as follows 
by a company representative:

The share certificate could be 
presented to a retailer who would 
take it to the holder of a whole- 
sale license. The. wholesaler in 
turn could request American Dis- 
tiling to release the whisky and 
pay, for the owner, the excise tax. 
The owner could order the whisky 
bottled—for a fee—by the com- 
pany, and finally receive the bot- 
tled goods. °

into liquor industry practices and 
Chairman Van Nuys (Dem.), Indi- 
ana, promised some “startling de- 
velopments.” 

‘I’ve made some preliminary in- 
quiries,” Van Nuys told reporters, 
“and I think IJ can promise some 
real revelations as to tax-dodging 
and liquor-hoarding.” 

Announcing . a sub-committee 
would be appointed to start hear- 
ings early next week, Van Nuys 
declared he was convinced “there 
is enough liquor in this country to 
last five or six years, but it is be- 
ing withheld from the market.”

REVIEW ON PORTAL 
PAY IN ORE MINES 


Decision to Hear Argu- 


ments in Case Taken at 
Request of Operators 
of 13 Alabama Pits. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court agreed today 
to review a decison awarding 
“portal to portal” pay to under- 
ground iron ore miners, 

Action on this hotly controvert- 
ed issue specifically affected em- 
ployes of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
& Railroad Co., the Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel & Iron Co. and the Republic 
Steel Corporation, operators of 13 
underground iron ore mines in Jef- 
ferson County, Alabama, 

The companies sought a review 
of a ruling by the Fifth Federal 
Circuit Court that the time spent 
underground by the miners, except 
for the lunch period, constituted 
working time under the Federal 
Wage-Hour Act. 

Granting of a review means that 
the case will be set for oral argu- 
ment in a few weeks, after which 
a formal opinion will be delivered, 
.. Opposing a Supreme Court re- 
view, the Justice Department as- 
serted that the Circuit Court deci- 
sion was “correct.” 

Underground Peril Cited. 

Solicitor General Charles Fahy 
said the travel underground to and 
from the actual site of employ- 
ment was accompanied by “the 
greatest discomfort and inconve- 
nience and by considerable peril.” 

“The facts in the records, with 
forceful eloquence, establish that 
the miners are not only employed 
during underground travel, but are 
engaged in hard work.” 

The companies said the Circuit 
Court decision had been used as 
“a judicial] precedent in support 
of the claim of the United Mine 
Workers of America that it was 
the intention of the Congress to 
include as a part of the work-week 
all of the underground time of coal 
miners.” 

The Circuit Court, the company 
added, gave a construction to “the 
words ‘work’ and ‘work-week’ radi- 
cally different from the geperal 
concept of these words as under- 
stood and acted upon by all inter- 
ested parties for many years in 
the iron ore mining industry.” 

Also to Review Rent Control. 

The court agreed to review liti- 
gation involving the constitution- 
ality of the OPA rent control pro- 
gram. The Justice Department 
appealed from a decision by the 
Middle Georgia Federal District 


court holding the legislation to- 


be unconstitutional. 

In another case the court re- 
fused to review a decision holding 
constitutional the rent control pro- 
visions. - Constitutionality of the 
legislation was challenged in this 
case by Stanley W. Taylor of San 
Francisco, who contended that the 
OPA administrator was converted 
into a one-man legislature. His 
complaint was dismissed by the 
United States Emergency Court of 
Appeals. 

A prayer invoking “divine wis- 
dom” failed to obtain a Supreme 
Court review for a draft regis- 
trant who refused to report for 
work at a conscientious objectors’ 
camp and was sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary. 

The tribunal on Oct. 11 had de- 
nied for Walter Ford Gormly of 
Milwaukee, who contended that re- 
porting for duty would make him a 
“participant in the war machine 
and an accessory to murder on 
the battlefield.” 

Gormly then filed a petition for 
rehearing, denied today, which 
contained this “invocation of di- 
vine wisdom:” 

“At the outset petitioner offers 
his prayer to deity. ... He prays 
that the prineiples of freedom and 
equality may prevail against the 
advocates of the use of force, 

“May his efforts be inspired by 
thee and work to advance the hour 
of emancipation of those who suf- 
fer for conscience sake at the 
hands of the enforcers of confor- 
mity, whether they are in jail as 
convicts under an unjust regime 
after a trial in form, or in camp 
as assignees of a crafty system of 
imprisonment without benefit of 
trial or authority of law. 

“May the voice of Almighty God 
speak through the members of this 
court to end all such oppression 
throughout the land.”

threatened dire reprisals upon 
Britain for the “naked and undis- 
guised terror raid” on Sofia. 


(The Berlin radio declared 
“neither British nor Americans 
can claim they were retaliating 
against Bulgaria, because the Bul- 
garians have never done anything 
which could in any way justify 
such action against the Bulgarian 
population. Germany will retaliate 
for raids on civilians of her south- 
eastern allies by air attacks on the 
British Isles.” 


(The Budapest radio said several 
waves of Allied planes attacked 
Sofia about noon yesterday and re- 
ported that many persons were 
killed.) 


-Lall in Ground Fighting. 

Concerning the ground fighting 
across Italy, the daily Allied com- 
munique said only that the Eighth 
Army had carried out successful 
patrol actions while on the Fifth 
Army front the enemy maintained 
a firm defense. 


Both sides appeared to be con- 
solidating positions and bringing 
up reserves for an impending 
major battle during a period of lull 
and sporadic rainfall. 

The only major fighting on the 
front yesterday was the repulse by 
American troops of three sharp 
German vounterattacks in the 
mountain secrors near Mignano, 
where a regiment of the German 
Twenty-ninth Armored Grenadier 
Division was hurriedly recalled into 
the line to make stabs protecting 
the danger spots in the Nazi “win- 
ter line.” 

Each time these troops, which 
had been resting behind the lines, 
struck hard at the American posi- 
tions, and each time they were 
driven back by a withering fire. 
They left many dead and: prison- 
ers. 

(The Paris radio reported today 


that the Fifth Army launched a ¢ 


heavy attack last night on Ger- 
man positions before Cassino on 
the inland road to Rome.) 

Along the Tyrrhenian coast Ger- 
man artillery shelled British posi- 
tions across the Garigliano River 
intermittently. 

Eighth Army Front. 

In the center of the front Eighth 
Army troops fanned out north 
from Rionero and occupied some 
high ground overlooking the roads 
beyond into the Sangro River val- 
ley. 

Near the Adriatic, British pa- 
trols stole across the Sangro to 
wipe out an enemy machine gun 
post, and pushed north of Atessa 
where they destroyed an armored 
car in a minor clash. 

The Sunday communique has 
announced the capture of Atessa,-: 
12 miles inland from the Adriatic, 
which gives an excellent outlook 
over the Sangro River six miles to 
the west. 


Nazi Counterattacks. 

A dispatch from Associated Press 
Correspondent Don Whitehead gaid 
rain-soaked doughboys beat off 
several German counterattacks 
yesterday in the Fifth Army cen- 
tral sector and held hard-won 
heights north of Mignano. 

He wrote that American troops 

on that sector are beating off as 
many as four and five counterat- 
tacks each night by smal] forces of 
Germans who approach under cov- 
er of darkness. 
‘' “The indications are that the 
Germans’ so-called winter line may 
be from 10 to 15 miles in depth in 
the mountain looking down on the 
road to Rome,” Whitehead report- 
ed, “and the enemy is strengthen- 
ing his positions as rapidly as pos- 
sible.”

The Germans sent fighter planes

After weeks during which only 
occasional Nazi aircraft were en- 
countered, a headquarters an- 
nouncement yesterday said no less 
than 60 had been counted during 
the day. 

Maj. Gen. Edwin J. House, com- 
manding the United States Twelfth 
Air Support Command, announced 
that his fighters and fighter-bomb- 
ers had destroyed 180 enemy 
planes, half aground and half in 
the air, between Sept. 4 and Nov. 
1, Forty-two American planes 
were lost in the same period. 

Another official announcement 
said the total number of enemy 
planes found destroyed or damaged 
on captured airfields in Italy had 
risen to 1462, well over the 1200 
found in Sicily,

Truth as Curb on War. 


Cooper asserted that free dis- 
semination of truth would lessen 
the chance of war. 

“Avhilability of news at the

Croce Asserts Retention of King | 
Would Mean Only a New Tyranny

Croce, who, at 78, retains the 
brilliance of mind worthy of his 
distinguished early years, did not 
Spare words during a two-hour in- 
terview. He believes the present

scribes as an “egotist.”’ 

“Certain generals in our army, 
which was riddled with corruption 
under Fascism, are being collected 
by the King, who intends to inflict 
upon the nation a new version of 
the same tyranny which for 20 
years he accentuated and favored,” 
eaid Croce. 

“It is most important for Euro- 
pean civilization” he continued, 
“that Italy regains its democratic 
soul, and the interests of the Allies 
themselves require them to act 
with wisdom. The idea that the 
Allies should support the King be- 
Cause he was reigning when the 
armistice was signed is untenable. 
During the month after Musso- 
jini’s fall, the King himself pre- 
vented the Italians from attaining 
free expression. There is grave 
danger that if he takes advantage 


of his recognition by the Allies to} 


impose military domination by a 
pack of discredited Generals, on 
the country, the Allies, on reach- 
ing Rome, will find the govern- 
ment they support repudiated by 
all political forces. 

“This,” added Croce, “is not a 
question for arbitration and ad- 
jJustment. Our refusal to compro- 
mise is an expression of moral in- 
dignation.”

T is far easier to do social planning on paper than it is to carry out 
those plans in real life, This has been demonstrated once again here 
in the Amazon Valley where handicaps of distance, climate and 
health worked against the planners in Washington and Rio de Janeiro. 

The objective was to move 50,000 to 70,000 men from drouth-stricken 
Ceara in Northeast Brazil into the rubber producing areas of the Ama- 
They were to be trained in the rubber tapping technique and then 
set to work on their own on the trails that lead through the jungle to 


ships. As the world price soared 
toward $3 a pound, with the rise 
of the motor industry, they were 
under constant pressure from their 
overlords to bring in more rubber. 
It amounted to a form of relent- 
lesa slavery. They died of malaria, 
yellow fever, leprosy, the yaws. 
And yet more men were found to 
take their place. 

Word of the sufferings of the 
rubber workers in the “green hell” 
of the Amazon spread throughout 
Brazil, throughout South America. 
In exaggerated form it became a 
legend. Then in 1912 the rubber 
bubble burst. 

This was the final consequence 
of a chain of events started years 
before. In 1876 an Englishman, 
Henry Wickham, later to be 
knighted for his services, had got 
out of the country in spite of Bra- 
zilian regulations a number of the 
seeds of Hevea Brasiliensis. These 
he had taken to London and there 
they had been germinated in Ken- 
sington Gardens greenhouses. The 
seedlings, taken to Ceylon and Ma- 
laya, were the start of the grea 
rubber plantations of the Far East. 

Hevea Brasiliensis “could be 
grown in plantations in the East 
because there was no deadly leaf 
disease there. All efforts to plant 
Hevea in orderly rows in its na- 
tive habitat had ended in destruc- 
tion from the leaf blight. And in 
the East too, as there was cheap 
labor to tend and tap the trees. 
When plantation rubber brought 
its highest price on the world mar- 
ket during the ‘twenties and the 
big motor car boom in the U. S. A.., 
men in Ceylon and Malaya were 
paid 20 cents a day and women 
10 cents. That was the peak. It 
was less than the American rubber 


tappers were paid.

A Reply to Eric Johnston 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Eric Johnston writes in the Reader's 
Digest about “Maturists,” those among us 
who believe that evidence and reason 
prove, beyond dispute, that the current 
species of capitalism can take us no Mr- 
ther under our traditional institutions 
and customs. He states that Maturists 
base their conclusions upon the conten- 
tion that “the frontier has vanished, 
our population growth is slowing down, 
and there are in sight no new inven- 
tions such as the railroad and the auto- 
mobile.” 

This is not a fair exposition of our 
position, but let us deal with it. 

We do not make an issue of population 

growth. Our problem has been to find 
employment for the present population. 
We have checked immigration for this 
reason. The wages of labor are a cost of 
production. Therefore, all consumption 
that takes place at the expense of earned 
income, taxes included, cannot be re- 
garded as a market for the profits of in- 
dustry. These are the surpluses that 
glut the markets. Thus it is evident 
that population is not a factor in the 
breakdown of industry. Maturists know 
this. ' 
The possibilities of development do not 
necessarily rest on new discoveries, 
which no one can calculate. Nor should 
an economy be based on so uncertain a 
quantity. Until we have made full use 
of the facilities we now have for produc- 
tion, there is little sense in looking to the 
development of new ones. I am familiar 
with the jargon of the expansionist 
theory, of which Mr. Johnston is a lead- 
ing exponent, but the proof of its fal- 
lacy is that it collapsed before it was 
encumbered with the “chains” he says 
are killing it. 

Mr. Johnston states that the important 
thing about the frontier was the vast 
stretches of cheap land and undeveloped 
resources. Thus, he attempts to show 
that much of this still remains. But‘he 
is wrong. For an economy based upon 
unlimited extension of fortunes, the im- 
portant thing about the frontier was that 
the desire to acquire this property sup- 
plied the incentive for expansion. The 
history of railroad building is a case in 
point. 

The race is run, the prize is gained.

The tenacious, angry memories of Italians, 
and the inflexible ruling of the Moscow Declara- 
tion on Italy, have removed him before he ac- 
knowledges removal. He stands, like an aimless 
Léar, complaining in wonder, “The thunder would 
not peace at my bidding.” The thunder is the will 
of the majority. Vacillating Victor is the peo- 
ple’s choice—for oblivion. 
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The Senators Are Afraid 


Now that the anti-poll tax bill, reported by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee late last week, may 
be called up in the Senate at any time, two mem- 
bers, Eastland of Mississippi and McClellan of 
Arkansas, have announced that if a vote is sought 
they will filibuster by offering hundreds of amend- 
ments. 

What Eastland and McClellan and the small 
group of poll tax Senators in their camp are say- 
ing is that they are afraid of the will of the Sen- 
ate. They are afraid of democratic government 
—even of its basic principle of majority rule. 
They are afraid to let the Senate vote on the 
bill because they. believe the result would be 
enactment. 

The bill has been passed in the House and if 
it can be brought to a vote in the Senate, over 
the obstructionist tactics of its opponents, there 
is a very good chance of its becoming law. Surely 
there are brains and determination enough in the 
Senate to enable the Senate to function, as it will 
not if a filibuster is permitted to succeed, and 
as it will only if the bill is, brought to an honest 
vote,

A Menace to Our Free Press 


There is violent contradiction in two news dis- 
patches today from Washington: (1) Kent Cooper, 
executive director of the Associated Press, reit- 
erates his plea for guarantees of world-wide. free- 
dom of the press, to be embodied in future peace 
treaties. (2) The Senate sets its machinery in 
motion for expected approval of the Bankhead 
bill, for Government payments of 25 to 30 million 
dollars a year to newspapers for war-bond ad- 
vertising. 

On the one hand, a move for universal exten- 
sion of our nation’s great and priceless privilege, 
a free press. On the other hand, a direct threat to 
that freedom by a politically inspired bill which 
Secretary Morgenthau has said would mean “open- 
ing the road toward Government subsidy of the 
press.” : 

American newspapers have fought off many 
threats to their cherished independence, and 
American lawmakers have been quick to reject 
moves to infringe on freedom of the press. The 
amazing thing about thig Bankhead bill is the 
fact that there are indications of approval by the 
Senate, and the further fact that.a large number 
of newspaper publishers support it. 

The bill is represented as necessary for selling 
war bonds, but Secretary Morgenthau, chief war 
bond salesman, does not want it. Publishers who 
back the bill deny its passage would affect their 
independence, but Congressmen who favor it are 
already using this fact to angle for newspaper 
support in their coming campaigns. 

Thus the Bankhead bill sets thé stage for the 


combination of Government money and political 
wire-pulling which hag meant the death of a free 
press in whatever country it has been tried. 
Wouldn’t the American delegates at the coming 
peace conference be condemned as hypocrites if 
they urged a world-wide free-press guarantee 
while their own Government followed a policy 
exactly to the contrary? 
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The Air Begins to Clear | 


The President has already announced his agree- 
ment with Churchill on “right of commercial 
transit”—reciprocal landing and service rights for 
international aviation traffic, without permission 
to pick up or discharge freight or passengers. He 
has also announced that the Government has no 
wish to enter the postwar aviation field as a 
share-holder of one or more airlines, using them 
as instruments of national foreign policy. 

Both these themes: are restated in the report 
of the Interdepartmental Committee on Postwar 
Aviation Policy. Berle, Pogue, Gates, Lovett and 
Wayne Taylor are agreed, in their recommenda- 
tions, that United States ownership of commer- 
cial aviation interests should be “carefully avoid- 
ed”; that entry and transit rights should be 
reciprocally arranged with friendly nations, More 
importantly, the committee has followed the spirit 
of the Civil Aeronautics Act, reaffirmed the prin- 
ciple of competition, and turned a chilly shoulder 
both to Pan-American’s wishful dreams of un- 
healthy monopoly, and to those few dog-in-the- 
manger domestic airlines which would like for in- 
ternational traffic to stop at seacoasts. 

Little fault can be found with the basic sug- 
gestions of the committee. Some international 
authority similar to the pre-war European com- 
mission must be set up to establish mail rates and 
minimum safety regulations, to grant routes, con- 
duct research and otherwise regulate and control 
global aviation. 

These are the unanswered questions: Will there 
be “have-not” nations in the aviation field—small 
nations refused the right to expand beyond their 
borders? Will there be a rate commission with 
sufficient authority to prevent cutthroat com- 
petition made possible by the unlimited use, by 
any one nation, of Government funds? Will one- 
time enemy nations be penalized unreasonably, 
or permitted controlled participation in intercon- 
tinental traffic when they have regained respect- 
ability in the world community? On all these 
scores the charters of tomorrow’s air lanes must 
be scrupulously fair, must avoid any abuse of the 
power that is obviously theirs. 

With the committee’s report ready for study by 
Congress and the President, the pending Lea bill 
takes on a new importance. It proposes to make 
CAB an independeht Government agency, restores 
accident investigation to its old freedom from 
bias and otherwise paves the way for postwar ex- 
pansion. We will not be ready to meet the inter- 
national problems of air commerce until our own 
house is in order, 
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Oumansky Erases a Question Mark 


Oumansky, Soviet Ambassador to Mexico, has 
cleaned up one scrap left over from the: Moscow 
table. He has stated, by indirection, that Russia’s 
Polish policy is just what everybody knew it to 
be: a Northwestern frontier on the Curzon line, 
The Ukrainian area that was a part of Czarist 
Russia, retaken when Red armies marched west- 
ward in 1939 to stall eastward-moving Nazi forces 
from further advance, is to be recaptured and held, 

One of the first moves Czechoslovakian Presi- 
dent Benes hopes to make, after signing a military 
alliance with Stalin, is in the direction of a Russo- 
Polish understanding. The Poles, on the other 
hand, dream of an Eastern European federation 
that would act as a buffer against Russia with 
Poland as its keystone. 

If Stalin were disposed to any policy save that 
of realism—of remembering the isolation forced 
upon Russia through the '20s and ’30s—he would 
still have no love for the Poland of recent 
years, . Its Government was no less Fascist for 
having resisted German aggression. He will 
apply, in this area ag elsewhere, the self-deter- 
minism granted all nationalities under the Soviet 
Constitution, But he will take no orders from 


others about the placing of the fence that protects . 


his own front yard. 
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How P. R. Works 


Some of the members of the Missouri! Constitu- 
tional Convention are proposing that the State 
adopt the Hare system of proportional representa- 
tion in the election of members of the Legislature, 
The theory of this complicated method of voting 
is that it operates to give representation to minor- 
ity groups that would otherwise not participate 
directly in government, - 

Before we tmpair our two-party system with 
this innovation, we had better study what it has 
done elsewhere. In Germany, for example, a form 
of proportional representation helped pave the 


way for Hitlerism by dividing the Reichstag into 


many small cliques and blocs and destroying true 
party responsibility. It is used in Ireland with 
questionable results. It is used in New York 
City to elect Aldermen and there it is responsible 
for whipping up racial and religious prejudices. 
Designed to break up the domination of big 
party machines, a commendable aim in itself, 
P, R,. in the words of Raymorid Moley, “opens 
the way to a whole flock of still more devilish 
spirits.”” The voter, explains Mr, Moley, is giv- 
en a long list of candidates and, torn from his 
usual party affiliation, votes blindly for them, 
“guided by whether the names suggest his own 
European national origin, or whether he hag been 


told to vote for one or more of them, or some 


other irrelevancy.” Writes Mr. Moley: 

In New York, a Communist, mostly hid- 
ing his Communist affiliation, made separate 
appeals. To Italians, he was a “true son of 
the Italian-American people.” To Jewish vot- 
ers, he was the enemy of British policy in 
Palestine. To Negroes, he was pictorially 
represented shaking hands with Paul Robe- 
son. His devotion to the Christian religion 
was shown by a personal appearance before a 
Negro Baptist congregation. — 

In other words, in New York, instead of vot- 
ing as Republicans or Democrats, hence as Amer- 
icans, citizens vote their racial or religious. feel- 
ings. The well-meaning proponents of P. R., in 
the name of reform, would fasten upon this coun- 
try a system of voting that contributed to the 
decay of parliamentarianism in Europe and that 
would tend here to set up warring, selfish and 
even sinister blocs in our legislative bodies.

What would you think of a cattle ranch- 
er who harvested only half his annual beef 
crop year after year and kept the rest to 
increase until his herd destroyéd the range 
and starved to death? 


America is doing just that with much of 
its wild game. And lest you think the game 
crop is a mere drop in the bucket of our 
wartime meat shortage, consider that in 
1942 American hunters harvested more than 
250 million pounds of wild meaf, most of 
it produced on forage which domestic ani- 
mals don’t eat, and harvested in people's 
spare time as a by-product of their recrea- 
tion. Hunters harvested almost a fifth as 
much food, by weight, as all the commercial 
fisheries of the United States and Alaska! 


That harvest could have been increased, 
in many areas, from 50 to 500 per cent with 
actual benefit to game herds and flocks, 
and this would have added at least 100 mil- 
lion pounds to the nation’s dwindling meat 
supply. 

Spectacular game surpluses—that is, un- 
harvested crops of wild animals and birds 
—exist in almost every section of the Unit- 
ed States, The species whose over-crowding 
has become a problem in spots include deer, 
elk, antelope, reindeer, ducks, pheasants 
and rabbits. This state of things—combin- 
ing as it does an appalling waste of food, 
destruction of a basic natural resource, and 
cruelty to animals—is intolerable, 


Trend Has Been Reversed 
Most people still think all species of game 


‘are dying out. But they are about 10 years 


behind the facts. 


During the last century, when American 
hunters were not restricted by game laws, 
they harvested not only the annual game 
crop but most of the breeding steck as well, 
Suddenly sportsmen realized that the game 
was almost gone. So the conservationists 
appeared—in the nick of time, The public 
was converted. Legislators passed game 
laws. We established refuges, killed off 
predators and restocked areas where game 
had been killed out. We spent. millions 
to restore breeding grounds for ducks, 


Not only was the campaign successful; 
in recent years it has been so extra-suc- 
cessful that the chief topic of discussion 
among game administrators at the North 
American Wildlife Conference of 1943 was: 
“How on earth are we going to harvest all 
this game?” The big-game population of 
the United States has doubled about every 
10 years since 1908, increasing from an es- 
timated. 500,000 head to 6,500,000 head in 


‘1943. The duck population of North Amer- 


ica, which hit an all-time low of 27 million 
in 1934-35, has bounced back up to 120 mil- 
lion, and is climbing at the rate of 10 to 


20 per cent a year. 


A Matter of Natural Balance 


Game is like domestic stock in one re- 
spect. There is an annual crop, and if it 


-isn’t harvested, herds and flocks eventually 


outstrip their food supply. Harvesting of 
crops is now just as important as protection 
of breeding stock in maintaining a balance 
betweeh the game population and its food 
supply. 

The problem has been serious enough 
during the last few years. Now that the 
war has brought a shortage of hunters, am- 
munition and gasoline, it has become des- 
perate indeed. For game won't stop breed- 
ing just because there’s a war, 


There is no general surplus of game— 
yet. But there are hundreds of specific 
local surpluses which will develop into a 
general surplus if not harvested, Our na- 
tional forests contain some of the most 
crowded game “slums” in the world. Dr. 
H. L. Shantz, chief of Game Management 
of the Forest Service, says: “A reasonable 
estimate would suggest that at least 600,000 
deer and 30,000 elk should be harvested from 
the national forests by hunters, besides 
those taken by predators and starvation, to 
restore the balance between animal life 
and range.” 


Loas of Cattle Food 


Under normal conditions, there is little 
competition between game and domestic 
stock for food. In general, stock eats grass, 
while game prefers browse. Stock and game 
can eat happily at the same table, and 
should, But if there are too many deer— 
or elk, antelope, cattle, or sheep—on a 
range, the dominant species cannot select 
its djet, and has to rob other animals. 


In 1941, a quarter of a million mallards 
wintering on the Jumbo Reservoir in North- 
eastern Colorado took about 50,000 bushels 
of corn on 15,000 acres—enough to fatten 
1200 steers. Last fall the, ducks moved in 
again. An SOS to the Federal Government 
by the authors of this article brought Fish 
and Wildlife Service agents to scatter the 
flock with high-powered rifles, flares, sky- 
rockets, searchlights, dynamite bombs and 
tracer bullets. The farmers estimated that 
as a result $20,000 worth of corn was saved,

‘Nobody claims there are too many ducks 
in all of North America—yet.

_ game, huge “cities” of ducks fin underhunt- 


ed areas, especially unregulated refuges, 
outstrip their winter food supply and settle 
down like a Biblical plague over forage and 
crops, 


Change in Control Needed 


All this adds up to one very simple thing 
~—the need for more flexible control of game 
by experts competent to administer it. A 
thousand changes requiring quick action 
have taken place overnight. A third of the 
hunters have gone to war or are too busy 
to hunt. Most of the rest cannot get gasoline 
and have to hunt near home, Ammunition 
is scarce. Military regulations have affect- 
ed game control, 


Hunters are allotted no ammunition be- 


yond what is already in dealers’ hands, This. 


despite Lt. Gen. Somervell’s statement of 
April 27 that, of all war goods, there is a 
reserve supply of only one, and that is am- 
munition. If hunters cannot go into the 
woods, millions of acres of range will be 
“scorched earth” by spring—not only for 
one year, but for years to come. 


Game, wisely handled, can help win the 
war, and better its own estate in the process. 
We need the meat desperately. We need the 
forage, grain and gardens destroyed by 
surplus game animals. And we need the 
by-products of hunting—hides, furs, fats and 
feathers,

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A Subtle Psychological Novel 
Of Two New England Women 


“The Walsh Girls,” by Elizabeth Janeway. (Deoubie- 
day, Doran & Co., Inc., Garden City, N. Y¥.) 

Mrs. Janeway’s first novel is a subtle and 
perceptive picture of two New England sis- 
ters, one newly married and the other drift- 
ing rather confusedly toward spinsterhood. 
It is a study of their complex relationship 
toward each other and the problems of per- 
sonal adjustment that are approaching 
crisis within themselves. 

Its drama is the tension that obliquely 
directs the banal conveygation at the break- 
fast table, the turmoil that lies beneath the 
conventional evening at the movies, the dis- 
trust and hate that intensify the usual re- 
conciliation after the usual unreasonable 
quarrel. Its inevitable climax comes when 
all the twisted doubts and insecurities and 
dissatisfactions can no longer be repressed 
or rationalized. 

“The Walsh Girls” seems a very good 
book indeed because serious and well- 
conceived psychological novels are pretty 
rare these days. There is a quality of real- 
ity and vividness in a story told in terms 
of character that often is lacking in one 
that is related in terms of events or con- 
victions. 


On the surface, nothing much happens 
during the significant mid-depression year 
in the lives of Lydia Walsh and her lively 
young sister Helen. Helen, widowed when 
her German husband dies in a Nazi con- 
centration camp, returns to her small Con- 
necticut home town, and marries Lydia's 
friend George Peterson. Lydia loses the 
big old house where she has lived in serene 
aloofness since the death of their father, a 
stern, God-fearing preacher, and comes to 
live with Helen and George. And Helen has 
her first baby. 

The story lies beneath the surface in the 
inner lives of the three complicated per- 
sonalities, and its progress is the antag- 
onism shaped by the adjustments required 
of each of them as they approach maturity. 

“The Walsh Girls” is only incidentally a 
sharp portrait of a small middle-class com- 
munity in New England in a disturbing 
year of economic crisis. It is a portrait of 
two women, It is a fine and lasting por- 
trait of them because it carries each of 
them through confusion to the beginning of 
understanding and clarity. And Mrs. Jane 
way leaves them deftly, still alive, with «a 
future of further and fuller development 
still ahead of them. Not many novels end 
on such a satisfying note of irresolution.

Analyzed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
Professional baseball is “abso- 
lutely essential” to civilian and 
military morale, Senator Lucas, 
Illinois, said today in pointing out 
that the sport is making valuable 
contributions to the war effort 
while using an “infinitesimal” part 
of the nation’s man power. 

“My sincere hope is that nothing 
will be done by any agency of the 
Government which will in any 
way disturb the continuation of 
this great American institution,” 
Lucas said in an address delivered 
to the Senate today. 

Basebal! contributions to war 
funds total $2,128,698, he declared, 
and admission taxes paid the Gov- 
ernment through the National and 
American leagues for the 1942 and 
1943 seasons amounted to $2,289,702. 

Equipment Sent to Soldiers. 

Sales of war bonds and stamps 
in drives sponsored by baseball 
interests netted $1,027,923,225, the 
Senator said, and the baseball 
equipment fund raised $250,814 to 
furnish sports equipment for men 
in the armed forces. 

Citing figures he said were ob- 
tained from President Ford Frick 
of the National League, Lucas 
gave this breakdown of the man- 
power set-up in the senior circuit: 

Players in the services, 151 (as 
of Oct. 15, 1943); players on the 
1944 reserve list, 263. 

Of the latter group, he said, 85 
are pre-Peaerl Harbor fathers, 37 
are classified 4-F in the draft, 20 
are over 35 years old, 31 over 30, 
31 are post-Pearl Harbor fathers, 
three are aliens and two are under 
military age.

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Chinese Soldier

' FTER four thousand years of crowded history, China has 


finally reached a major crisis. If I am to believe our Rock- 

land County Chairman of the National War Fund, there 
is nobody left around here but me to write about the Chinese 
soldier and to plead for your aid in his behalf. Well, as my old 
guide, philosopher and friend, Lao Tze, used to say, “Those who 
know do not speak. Those who speak do not know.” So here 
goes. 

It is fairly safe to say that everything you've ever read 
about China—a vast continent of contradictions, inhabited by 
five hundred million paradoxes—is so, including this statement. 
An unknown number of these enigmas—some say five million, 
eome say ten, others say twenty million—are soldiers. And 
being Chinese, everything you've ever heard about them—and a 
great many things you haven’t heard—are also true. 
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NOT SO MANY YEARS ago the Chinese soldier—hired by 
a local war lord to fight against fellow Chinese under a neigh- 
boring war lord—went off to battle, carrying his bird Gage and 
tea-kettle, his fan and parasol. He exhibited an understand- 
able lack of enthusiasm for his job and a recommendable in- 
clination to drop what he was doing and head for home by the 
shortest route, whenever the opportunity looked propitious. 
Somewhere imbedded in his ancient wisdom is that golden 
nugget, “He who fights and runs away, wiil live to fight an- 
other day.” In short, your Chinese soldier of not so long ago 
was a “rice soldier,” who fought only when his bowl was empty, 
and who left off the idiotic business of fraternal warfare when 
there was a chance his bowl might be broken.

SUPERFICIAL observers deduced from this that the 
Chinese soldier was not a good fighter—that he couldn’t and 
wouldn't take it, Didn't the Sage himself say something about 
never using good iron to make nails or good men to make sol- 
diers? And for a score of centuries was it not the scholar who 
was the honored man in the nation and the soldier who was the 
lowest form of communal life? ! 

Even the militaristic Japanese were fooled—the feudal an 
regimented Japanese who should have known the humorous, 
individualistic Chinese better. All they had Jearned had its 
roots in China—even their precious Judo grew out of Chinese 
boxing, and its underlying principle—the art of “conquering by 
yielding”—was a commonplace of Taoist philosophy long before 
the aboriginal islanders of Japan had come down out of their 
trees.

YES, THE JAPANESE have been fooled—and foiled. Fight- 
ing and falling back to fight again, the Chinese soldier has 
survived seven years of bloody hell. It was he who remembered 
—and the invading Japanese who forgot—the old Oriental wis- 
dom of conquering by yielding. “Trading space for time” is 
the new name for it. 

But the Chinese soldier who left his bird cage and fan at 
home—who traded his parasol for a rifle—his tea-kettle for a 
home-made hand grenade—and for more than seven years out- 
fought, out-witted and out-gamed the mechanized hordes of a 
vicious, rapacious and ruthless invader—has traded more than 
space for time. He has poured oceans of blood into the balance 
and thrown countless millions of lives into the scales,

INCE formal dinner parties are out for the duration of

Stir 
in raising and vanilla. Drop by 
teaspoons onto a buttered baking 
sheet, and bake in a moderately 


hot oven (400 degrees) about 15) 


minutes or until golden brown.

Vegetable Chowder 


One cup cubed raw carrots, one 
cup cubed raw potatoes, one-half

Four cups flour, ‘one teaspoon 
soda, one teaspoon baking powder, 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
ginger, one teaspoon cinnamon, 
one-half cup sugar, one egg, beat- 
en; one cup sour milk or butter- 
milk, one-half cup molasses, one 
teaspoon shortening, melted. 

Mix flour, soda, baking powder, 
salt, spices, sugar, egg and milk. 
Lightly add rest of ingredients. 
Drop portions of dough from tip of 
a spoon into deep hot fat. Fry 
until browned on all sides. Drain.

those Poor Neighborhoods,

He is a busy boy with no time 
to waste on footless objects. When 
he was small he had a paper 
route. He was a faithful, dutiful 
delivery boy and many a neighbor 
took the paper for the joy they 
got out of seeing him, watching 
his earnest face as he handed out 
the paper and counted back the 
change. He belonged to the 
Cadets, and: he played in the 
band. Now he is in high school, 
on hig way to college. 

There are ne’er-do-wells on the 
corners but he never sees them. 
There are enticing temptations on 
every hand but he is quite uncon- 
scious of them. He is too busy. 
He attends to his church duties, to 
his school affairs, to his outside 
obs. By and by he will be. a 

omebody in the land. And he 
came out of this Poor Neighbor- 
hood.

Doctor on 
Causes of 


Rejection 
4 By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OLLOWING up the report we 
made last week of the lack of 
motor fitness in high school 
raduates as found at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, we have the official 
figures on the causes of rejection 
in the Army among applicants 18 
and 19 years old. 

The gross figures show that 
23% of white youths were rejected 
for physical defects, and that 45% 
of Negroes were rejected. This 
seems surprisingly high in both 
groups. 

The chief cause of rejection 
among the Negroes was defective 
education. This is a shocking re- 
flection on our civilization, but a 
subject with which this column 
does not deal. 

x *« * 


THE CHIEF cause of rejection 
among the white applicants was 
eye defects and the second mental 
disease. This has nothing to do 
with mental dificency which comes 
in a different category. The appli- 
cants rejected for mental disease 
were actually insane. \ 

Hernia, the subject that is heard 
about so much, is sixth in the list 
among both whites and Negroes. 

Ear trouble. heart disease and 
underweight stand pretty high. 

Breaking these figures down, 
the eye trouble was blindness in 
44 out of a thousand “applicants. 
Defective vision in 24 out of a 
thousand. 

Deafness was comparatively rare, 
but running ears occurred in 10 
out of a thousand cases, 

One cause of rejection that the 
layman finds hard to understand 
is why the applicant is rejected 
on account of his teeth. Having a 
denture will reject you. So will a 
sufficient number of missing teeth. 
This was explained to me by a 
submarine officer who said when 
the men had to escape from a sub- 
merged submarine they held a; 
rubber respirator in their mouths 
which gave them oxygen until 
they reached the surface. Without 
good teeth they couldn't do it. 

But there can’t be enough men 
in the submarine service to ac- 
count for all the rejections, I sup- 
pose it is mostly that they have 
to be equipped with means to eat 
anything any time—no matter how 
much bragging we have had on 
the Army food. ’ 

Heart disease ranks fairly high, 
but the boards are very strict on 
heart disease. Foot trouble does 
not show a very high percentage. 
I presume most develop foot trou- 
ble after they get in the Army.

LOOKING OVER the occupa- 
tions of the rejected it is some- 
what strange to find more farmers 
rejected than any other kind of 
worker. We had always thought 
of the rugged farmer as the prime 
example of good health. But not 
at all. White collar men are 
healthier than the farmers. 

The record as a whole is cer- 
tainly not anything to be proud of. 
It is true the medical examiners 
have been more strict in this war 
But even so in a 
young age group to find 23 per 
cent of white applicants so physi- 
cally disabled they can’t even 
march, and 45 per cent of colored, 
does not speak well for the nation. 

When we begin to do some post 
war planning it might be well to 
remember that charity begins at 
home,

If East had been bold he would

West opened the spade king, 
cashed the ace, then shifted to the 
club} four. Declarer drew the out- 
standing trumps, then led a dia- 
mond from dummy, and finessed 
the jack, not caring greatly 
whether or not the finesse suc- 
ceeded since it appeared that the 
rest of the tricks would be his. 
This, however, was wishful think- 
ing. Not only did West capture 
the diamond jack but he still had 
a second diamond stopper, and the 
evcellent contract was down one. 

Declarer did not distinguish him- 
self in this deal. Ten tricks, and 
the contract, were there for the 
taking. The diamond break, though 
bad, was not unforeseeable, and in 
any case it was an absolute cinch 
to guard against such a break. 
After drawing trumps all declarer 
had to do was ruff his remaining 
club (to strip his hand of that suit 
as well as spades), then lead a di- 
amond from dummy and merely 
cover whatever card East played. 
In this case it would be the five 
spot, so declarer’s seven would be 
called for. West, upon winning, 
would either have to return a di- 
amond to south’s A-K-J, or a black 
card that declarer could ruff in 
either hand while discarding a di- 
amond from the other.
